that she was prostrated tonight, and the 
physicians summoned to attend Dr. Rush- 
more are devoting themselves to her as well. 

Backs Down Steep Hill. 

Mrs. Kissam’s cottage is on a spur of the 
Ramapo mountains and om a private road 
which is extremely steep. It leads from the 
main road, running through the Harriman 
estate. The automiobile had been driven 
about 150 feet up this steep incline when the 
power gave out and it began to back swiftly 
down the hill. Dr.. Rushmore applied the 
brakes, but they refused to work. In vain 
Dr. Rushmore tried to check the speed of his 
machine.

The great army of children in the Chicago 
public schools will no longer have ta drink 
impure water, if a proposal of the milk com- 
mission meets with the approval of the board 
of education. Pasteurized milk, on sale at & 
penny a bottle at every school, is the solution 
of the problem suggested by the commission. 

This plan was outlined yesterday by Mrs. 
George M. Moulton, president of the com- 
mission, after seeing the popularity of the 
milk distribution among the pupils of the 
Thomas Hoyne school, Cass and Illinois

The thirsty children were yesterday offered 
the pure milk at 1 cent a bottle, and more 
than 300 bottles were taken in the course of 
Mrs. Moulton Tells of Plan.

The need of pure drink for the pupils 
has long been recognized,’ she said. The 
daily water bulletin tells its own story of the 
danger of using water from the hydrants. 
The water is known to be unfit for drinking 
without being boiled, If the water is unsatis- 
factory under the best conditions how much 
more must be said in condemnation of the 
conditions at the schools. The pupils drink 
from the same cup, thereby increasing many- 
fold the likelihood of infection from disease, 
On the other hand, if we are permitted to 
supply thé pasteurized milk each purchaser 
will have his own drinking vessel, and will 
have an absolutely pure beverage. _ 
“For the service We would reorganize our 
system for the treatment and distribution 
of milk. The plant will be run at night, and 
the milk will be purified as soon as received. 
Then it can be delivered early in the morn- 
ing at the various Wulldings, and it will be 
given to the children twelve hours after tt 
has come from the cow.” 
Use Three Ounce Bottles. 

Three ounce bottes were soid at the Hoyne 
school, and Mrs. Moulton contemplates using 
the same size in the prospective enlargement 
of the work, although a larger size at 2 cents 
may also be used: The grice at which the 
milk is sold is practically the cost. With the 
enormous increase in the production of the 
pasteurized milk some saving in preparing it 
would, Mrs. Moulton hoped, be effected, 

Many plans have been suggested to provide 
pure water in the schools. Last winter it 
was proposed to have plants put in to boll 
the water, and filters have been recommend- 
ed. All réforms thus far advocated have 
been discountenanced because of the expense.

‘FROM INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


Investigation by Present Incumbent of 
the Office Shows That F. F. Merriam 
Enriched Himself During His Term 
—No Law to Compe! Him to Account 


not Recover Any of the Money Mis- 
appropriated, ‘ 


Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 10.—[ Special. I— The 
sum of $22,500 was collected from insurance 
compani doing business in Iowa during 
the administration of this department by 
F. F. Merriam, who was auditor of state up. 
to the beginning of this year. None of this 
money ever was paid into the state treasury 
and none of,it can be recovered. é 

This is in substance the report of the inves- 
tigation which has just been completed by 


under direction of the executive council. 
The matter was taken up by the council 
shortly before the expiration of: Merriam's 
term of office. He was asked to account for 
the fees collected, but he failed, to do so, 
saying he had kept no record: ereupon 
Auditor Carroll took the matter up with 
the insurance companies and requested all 
of those doing business in Iowa to report the 
amount of. fees paid by them to the Iowa 
department. 
Practically all of them have responded. 
Many declare that the examinations amount- 
ed to nothing and were not comprehensive 
enough to determine anything. The eastern 
‘companies especially declare that they were 
charged exorbitant fees, and that for a few 
days’ work they paid several hundred dol-. 
lars. The fees charged the Iowa companies 
do not appear to have been the cause of much 
complaint. 
Practically all of the examinations were 
made by Max Beehler of Manchester. He 
was assisted part of the time by his son, 19 
years of age, and State Auditor Merriam 
made several trips with him: From May 14 
to June 14, 1902, Messrs. Merriam and Beehl- 
ler examined six eastern compantes, and 
collected fees amounting to $2,524. From 
Nov. 10 to Dec. 17 of the same year they 
examined fifteen other companies and col- 
lected fées amounting to $4,008. Every com- 
pany was required to pay the railroad fare 
of both men to and from Des Moines. | 
The state can never recover any of these 
fees, according to the opinion of Attorney 
General Mullan. There is no statutory pro- 


vision requiring the auditor to account for.

OHIO BANK CLOSES ITS DOORS. 


Failure of Concern at Willoughby As- 
cribed to Disaster to Mexican Clay 
Manufacturing Company. 


Willoughby, O., Sept. 10.— The Bank of Wil- 
loughby failed to open today and a notice of 
suspension was posted on the door to the 
banking room. The suspension is said to be 
a direct result of the failure of the Mexican 
Clay Manufacturing company, for which a 
receiver was appointed late yesterday in 
Cleveland, with debts aggregating $1,000,000. 
The bank held much of the Mexican com- 
pany’s paper. No statement ‘of the bank’s 
assets and abilities has as yet been given 
“out. The Citizens’ Savings and Trust com- 
pany of Cleveland has been appointed re- 
ceiver. It is estimated that the assets would 
amount to $250,000 and Habilities $200,000. 
The bank was a private concern owned by 
Ss. W. Smart.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 104 petition’ in 
bankruptcy was filed by Joseph H. Loudon, 
a large woolen manufacturer of Wales and 
Monson, Mass. The total liabilities as shown 
by the schedules amount to $321,963, with 
nominal assets of 831,717. The unsecured 
claims amount to $94,972, distributed among 
about 100 creditors. ~

Kept in Office by Yates. ; 


Investigation during the day served more

Carriers from the Country Districts, 
Whe Earn $600 a Year and Spend 
Most ot It on Expenses, to Meet in 
Chicage Today to Form a National 
Association—Hard Work and Little 
Pay Is the Burden of Their Pilaint— 
New York Has Worst Road. 


Rural letter carriers of the United States 
Will meet in Chicago today and tomorrow to 
form a national association. There will be 
in attendance delegates representing 17,000 
rural letter carriers, who daily supply 12,- 
000,000 country residents with mail. They 
travel 500,000 miles every day, their routes 


covering two-thirds of the best farming dis- 


tricte of America. 

Better roads, more salary, fewer priva- 
tions, holidays, and numerous other im- 
provements in their conditions are the hope 
of the rural carriers, who declare they travel 
over the worst roads in the world. 

New York state is saki to have the worst 
road in the United States, it being known 
as route 8, Fillmore, N. T. This route is 
covered by L. O. Wagoner. 

Routes 1 and 2. Morrisville, Vt., are said 
to be the coldest routes in the United States, 


desirable because of the fruit along the road, 
and routes 1 and 2, Cleone, Ore., covered by 
Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Schram, are said to be 
the loneliest. The carriers going out from 
Muncie, Ind., have the best record for de- 
livering the greatest amount of mail in a 
given length of time.

Hard Work; Little Pay. 


“The rural carriers,” said Mr. Windsor 
last night, have only recently entered into 
the strenuous life. So recent are they that 
the general public is not aware of their con- 
ditions, their work, aid their remuneration. 
Rural delivery at the beginning was an 

rimerit, and nobody could tell before- 
hand just what the cost of the service would 
be. Consequentiy it was placed at $25 a 
month. ‘This was soon found to be insuffi- 
cient and it was raised to 880 per month. 
Out of this the carrier must furnish wagon 
and team, feed his horse, and buy his uni- 
form. Owing to the bad roads many repairs 
to wagon and harness are necessary). 

„ Many of the rural carriers have managed 
to live only by contributions from the farm- 
ers along their routes. But the carriers 
are men of character, selected only after 
they had passed a Careful examination as 
to their honesty and competency, and they 
naturally rebel against being objects of 
charity. | 

„ Their work is more arduous than that 
of the city carrier, yet the city carrier re- 
ceives on an average of $1,000 a year or near - 
ly twice the salary of the rural carrier, The 
city carrier has virtually no expenses in the 
fulfillment of his duties, while the rural car- 
rier’s expenses often amount to as much as 
$600 a year, which equals what he earns.”

William H. Hoffman Shoots Down His 
Wealthy Father-in-Law and Takes 
to the Woods—Threatens to Kill Two 
More Men and Himself—Sheriff and 
a Large Force of Deputies Are Seek- 
ing Him and a Desperate Battie Is 
‘Expected. 


Waterloo, III., Sept. 10.— [Special. Sheriff 
Thomas Ruch and a large posse are scouring 
the woods near Rock Cliffs, fifteen miles from 
here, for William A. Hoffman, who killed 
— 1 Dr. William Brandt, last 
n 

Hoffman will be shot on sight. He is an 
unerring marksman, strong, athletic, and 
half crazed by liquor and imaginary troudies. 
He is armed with a rifle and is known to’have 
at least fifty cartridges. 

The entire county is terrorized, as Hoffman 
is known to be a desperate man. He has 
declared his purpose of killing two more 
men and himself. 


Killed His Benefactor. 


Hoffman is a farm hand who lives with 
his wife and four children on a farm near 
Maeystown, twelye miles theast of Wa- 
terloo. His wife's father, Brandt, is 
wealthy, and for a long time has supported 
Hoffman's family, giving him a _ certain 
amount of money each week. ii 

Late last night Hoffman rode to Dr. 
Brandt’s home, called him to the door, and 
shot him to death. Returning home he told 
his 


wife: 
have killed the old hound. There are 
two more I must kill before I kill myself.“ 
Hoffman then gave his wife $2, which he 
said he wanted her to spend on the christen- 
ing of their 4 weeks’ old daughter Mary, 


| kissed her and their four children, and rode 


into the woods. 


Plans to Kill Others, 


It is known that Hoffman's crime wae pre- 
meditated. An hour before he killed Dr. 
Brandt he said toa neighbor, Herman Papes: 

In one hour there will be a warrant out 
for me. But look out. I will shoot you or 
Tom Ruch or anybody else who tries to ar- 
rest me.“ 

Sheriff Ruch thinks Hoffman is hiding in 
the woods near his home at Rock Cliffs. He 
and his deputies are heavily armed and pre- 
pared to shoot the fugitive at sight. 

It is supposed that Hoffman’s motive for 
killing his father-in-law was that the old 
gentleman refused to increase his weekly 
allowance, 


' Ends Her Life for Love. 


Aurora, III., Sept. .10.—[(Special.]—Miss 
Della Walton dashed from her boarding house 
in the prominent residence district of the city 
this afternoon and fired a revolver at Ernest 
Berry, who was on the opposite side of the 
street. The bullet went through Berry's hat. 
Bhe then sent a bullet into her own brain, 
dying a few hours later. 

The girl had insisted that Berry marry 
her, and, made desperate by his refusal, she 
tried to kill him and herself at the same time.

LESSON NO. 42—A Sclentifie Laundry. 


ROM the riverside laundry of the half 
civilized races, or the scareely less 


wooden tub balanced on two chairs, to 

and from which every drop of water 
must be carried long distances, it is a long 
step in evolution to such an establishment 


as the Sunshine laundry in Brookline, Mass. 


No one can spend an hour watching the 
processes in a place of this type without 


being convinced that it fs by means of such 


enterprises that present difficulties in 
domestic affairs are to be adjusted and our 


housekeeping placed ion a satisfactory basis. 


We are becoming too civilized to be, con- 
tented with the skill attainable in any one 


direction by a jack of all trades, and few 


women capable of cooking and serving our 
food in the most approved fashion can at the 
same time turn out laundry work of the 
highest grade. | 

Only a small portion of American families 
can afford to give space for a laundry and 


roof, hence it is inevitable that such proc- 
esses should conform to the economic 
tendencies of the times and secure improved 
facilities and better results through union. 
As Prof. Lucy Salmon has said: “On eco- 
nomic grounds alone this generation will 
relegate the washing machine and the 
wringer to the attic or the front parlor, 
where ft has already placed the 

wheel of its ancestors.” 

There have been instances where a group of 
women have maintained a coUperative laun- 
dry successfully, but these are rare, and 
probably under present conditions greater 
success will attend the efforts of the woman 
who conducts such a business as a private 
enterprise. 


There is perhaps no better instance of this 
modern tendency to specialize the different 
branches of household labor under the best 


in a large sunny room, with many windows 
and abundant fresh air, under the direction 
of two educated women, forty trained work- 
ers assisted by the best modern appliances, 
are easily handling the washing which other- 
wise would cause annoyance and discomfort 
in hundreds of homes. 

This laundry was opened two years ago, 
and the experiment, whieh was doubtless 
considered chimerical by many friends of its 
owners, has proved to be a safe investment 
as well as an interesting occupation. To 
some who have not yet lost sight of the old 


merely a stepping stone to the position of 
teacher, such an occupation as the direction 
of a laundry doubtlese seems incongruous 
with the dignity of the college woman. But 
the modern college woman is turning her 
attention to the neglected occupations, and in 
a field Uke this finds ample opportunity for 
all the energy of a well trained mind.

Shirta and collars and cuffs are 
marked with ink, but nearly all other articles 
by a bit of tape on which the number is writ- 
ten and which is sewed on some out of the 
way corner. Handkerchiefs are put in small 
bags, the latter are marked, and each set of 
handkerchiefs is kept with its bag through 
the entire washing and ironing. The gar- 
ments are sorted, so that those most soiled 
may be thoroughly cleansed without wearing 
the others out needlessly. Washing machines 
are not discreet in their care of sleeves and

The inner one is filled with the wet clothes. 
covered with a cloth to keep out any possible 
dust, and the power is applied which sets it 
in motion. Thus by céntrifugal force the 
water passes out through the perforations, 
leaving the clothes ready to hang up without 
any of the wear and tear resulting from the 
use of an ordinary wringer. The drying 
yard is close to this part of the room, and 
here is an abundant supply of fresh afr and 
sunshine, for the laundry is located near a 
public parkway. 

There is also a dry room for thé starched 
articles and for use in bad weather, but this 
is thoroughly ventilated. 


Naturally, the larger part of the energies 
of the workers must be given to the starched 
clothes, since three-fourths of the articles 
received here must be carefuly starched. 
Each piece receives indfvidual attention and 
One 
learns why collars irdned at home do not 
retain their as long as those doneat 
a laundry when one watches the way the 
starch is worked into each article by hand 
even after a previous starching. 

Careful dampening afterward is quite as 
essential to a successful result as the

Dach table cloth is damp- 
ened and rolled smoothly over what looks 
like gigantic rolling pins.!These pins are 
then placed under a weight and rolled back- 
ward and forward several times. Afterward

Much floor space is devoted to the ironing 
boards, since all the work is troned by hand, 
except the collars and cuffs, and while every 
section of the large, airy room is perfectly 
clean this corner is most immaculate. R- 
perienced workwomen who have come from 
other laundries say they never worked where 
it was so easy to fron, since practically no 
time need be spent in rubbing out spots re- 
sulting from dusty air or unclean surround- 


ngs. 

Nearly all the employés here are dressed in 
white, this being found more suitable for 
cleanliness of work, as well as more attract- 
we. Two or three men are employed and 
about forty women and young girls. They 
are above the average in intelligence and dis- 
play an esprit du corps which indicates a 
pride in their work which would rarely be 
felt under less attractive conditions.

FAIA TO NEW TORK. 


Dastern Trugk Lines Take Action Cal- 
eulated to Give Gotham an Oppor- 
tunity to Regain Shipments Which 
Have Been Diverted to Gulf and Ca- 
madian Port- Reduction Not Fa- 
vored by Some of the Roads—Termi- 

nal and I. C. Barnings. 


The eastern trunk lines have agreed to 
make a reduction of 1 cent a bushel on grain 
from Buffalo to New York.

STATE CONTROL OF RAILWAYS. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Makes 
Advance Report on 
and Taxation. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—The inter- 
state commerce commission today made pub- 
lic statistics covering parts of a general re- 
port on the state regulation and taxation of 
rallways in the United States in 1902. It 
shows that. thirty states exercised control 
over railways through commissions, and 
says the legislative tendency during the last 
twelve years has been in the direction of more 
efficient control over rates, 

Of the thirty state commissions, twenty are 
declared to be clothed with power to control 
passenger and freight rates. The other ten 
do not exercise that control. 

The report indicates a “tendency toward:

toward an increase in the term of office.’’
